which  you  require  except  for  the  years  1920  and  1924 
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HE  Company  was  incorporated  on  January  3rd,  1914.  At 
‘  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held  on 
January  14th,  Sir  M.  F.  Montagu  Pollock,  Bart.,  was  unanimously 
elected  Managing  Director,  and  at  the  same  Meeting  Sir  Malcolm 
Morris,  K.C.V.O.,  was  appointed  an  additional  Director,  and  from 
the  date  of  his  appointment  he  has  acted  as  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board. 

Though  no  attempt  can  be  made  here  to  give  a  full  account 
of  the  events  that  led  to  the  formation  of  the  Company,  it  may  be 
of  interest  to  state  that  its  work  is  a  continuation  of  that,  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  original  Fund  for  making  a  provision  for  Fepers 
in  England,  started  early  in  1912  by  the  Rev.  Clinton  Engleheart, 
Chaplain  to  the  Fepers  of  Robben  Island.  The  Trustees  were  the 
Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  Canon  Scott  Holland,  Sir  Montagu  Pollock 
and  Mr.  Henry  F.  Engleheart.  With  the  exception  of  Ford 
Shaftesbury — who,  to  the  great  regret  of  his  co-trustees,  was  unable 
owing  to  pressure  of  other  business  to  join  the  Board — they  are 
all  Directors  of  the  Company  of  St.  Giles. 

The  Trustees,  aided  by  Sir  Arthur  Downes,  Father  Andrew, 
and  Mr.  Alfred  Thornton,  had  long  been  searching  for  a  piece 
of  land  suitable  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  Fepers,  and  at 
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the  time  of  the  formation  of  the  Company  were  negotiating  for 
the  purchase  of  a  property  of  27  acres,  with  a  small  house  and 
farm  buildings,  within  easy  distance  of  London. 

On  January  20th  the  Company  acquired  this  property  for  the 
sum  of  £l,500 — £l,000  of  which  remains  on  mortgage  at  41  per  cent. 

The  Directors  wish  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to 
Mr.  Alfred  A.  Thornton,  of  Quality  Court,  Chancery  Lane,  W.C., 
for  his  invaluable  services  as  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  the 
original  Fund,  freely  and  ungrudgingly  given  during  two  years, 
without  which  the  scheme  could  hardly  have  matured. 

Mr.  Robert  Charles  Bolton,  of  10,  Old  Jewry  Chambers,  E.C., 
kindly  consented  to  act  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  the  new 
Company  for  a  nominal  fee  of  £25  a  year. 

On  the  completion  of  the  purchase,  Miss  Erskine,  to  whom 
the  Directors  are  especially  indebted,  took  charge  of  the  property 
on  their  behalf.  In  view7  of  the  urgency  of  some  of  the  cases 
it  was  decided  in  April  to  accommodate  two  of  the  patients  with 
their  wives  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  existing  building. 

The  Directors  had  been  unusually  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  Miss  Du  Boulay  and  of  Miss  F.  M.  Thompson,  both  trained  as 
nurses  at  Guy’s  Hospital,  and  these  two  ladies  went  into  residence 
forthwith  and  began  to  prepare  for  the  reception  of  the  patients. 

The  best  type  of  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  patients 
had  been  under  consideration  since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and 
Mr.  Paul  Waterhouse,  F.R.I.B.A.,  of  Staple  Inn  Buildings,  High 
Holborn,  London,  was  asked  to  prepare  plans.  After  many  designs 
had  been  submitted,  one  was  finally  adopted  which  seemed  best  to 
fulfil  the  requirements.  It  consists  of  two  one-storey  cottages,  or 
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units,  separated  by  aHarger  room.  This  larger  central  room  can  be 
used  in  various  ways— in  combination  with  one  of  the  units ;  as  a 
common  room  for  the  patients ;  as  a  small  ward  for  bed-ridden 
cases ;  or  as  a  room  for  the  nurses  while  on  night  duty.  Each  unit 
comprises  two  rooms,  verandah,  bath-room,  sink,  etc.,  one  of  the 
rooms  being  fitted  with  a  small  cooking-range. 

The  first  block,  to  be  called  the  “  St.  Giles”  block,  was  begun 
on  May  29th,  1914.  A  second  similar  block,  the  “  St.  Francis,” 
was  begun  on  July  22nd.  The  cost  of  these  two  blocks  amounts 
to  about  £1,300. 

A  drainage  scheme  has  been  carried  out  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  A.  S.  Everett,  of  14,  Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W.,  at  a 
cost  of  about  £150. 

Some  necessary  alterations  having  been  made  to  the  existing 
building,  the  first  two  patients  and  their  wives  arrived  there  on 
July  2nd,  a  motor  ambulance  having  been  kindly  provided  for  their 
conveyance  by  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  through  Sir  T. 
Buncombe  Mann. 

On  July  9th,  by  the  kind  invitation  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk, 
a  Meeting  was  held  at  Norfolk  House,  St.  James’  Square.  His 
Grace  took  the  chair,  and  Sir  Malcolm  Morris  and  Sir  Arthur 
Downes  explained  the  aims  and  needs  of  the  Company.  Though 
the  Meeting  was  not  well  attended,  it  was  instrumental  in  raising 
the  handsome  sum  of  £1,343  8s. 

As  soon  as  War  was  declared  it  was  evident  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  raise  any  further  considerable  amount  of  money  for  some 
time.  The  erection  of  a  much-needed  laundry,  which  had  been 
decided  upon,  was  abandoned  for  the  time  being,  and  the  expendi¬ 
ture  limited  to  what  seemed  absolutely  necessary. 
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A  belt  of  poplars  and  birches  has  been  planted  to  the  north 
of  the  new  buildings  to  afford  shelter  from  the  wind  ;  also  a  Thuja 
hedge,  which  it  is  hoped  will  form  an  efficient  screen  from  the 
public  road,  and  a  few  shade  trees. 

A  telephone  connecting  the  nurses’  house  with  the  patients’ 
quarters  has  been  put  in,  and  proves  a  great  convenience  to  the 
nurses.  A  gravel  path  is  a  more  urgent,  but  rather  costly,  need. 
A  special  donation  of  £25  towards  its  construction  has  been  received, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  shortly  be  begun. 

It  may  perhaps  be  permitted  to  anticipate  the  events  of  1915  and 
record  here  the  fact  that,  the  first  block  being  finished  and  ready  for 
their  reception,  the  two  patients  who  had  been  living  at  the  old  farm 
building  since  July  last,  took  up  their  abode  there  with  their  wives  on 
February  9th. 

The  administration  -of  the  Home  is,  of  course,  unsectarian.  The 
work  of  the  Society  of  the  Divine  Compassion  (which  does  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  this  Report)  is  financially  independent  of  the 
Company  of  St.  Giles,  and  is  provided  for  by  a  Special  Committee 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Lord  Halifax. 

The  expenses  of  the  Institution  are  kept  as  low  as  possible,  and, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  very  strict  economy  is  exercised.  With  the 
exception  of  the  garden,  the  whole  work  of  the  place  (including  the 
laundry)  has  for  some  time  been  carried  on  without  any  servant  what¬ 
ever.  The  total  payments  to  the  trained  nurses  only  amount  to  £50  a 
year.  There  is  at  present  no  endowment,  and  the  annual  subscribers 
are  very  few,  whilst  the  annual  commitments  amount  to  about  £400. 

The  warmest  thanks  of  the  Directors  are  due  to  the  Brothers  of 
the  S.D.C.,  and  to  the  nurses  for  their  invaluable  services  and  unfailing 
devotion  under  the  most  trying  conditions. 
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They  also  beg  to  thank  cordially  all  those  good  friends  of  St. 
Giles  who  have  contributed  gifts,  either  in  money  or  in  kind. 

In  accordance  with  the  Articles  of  Association  the  whole  of  the 
Directors  retire  from  office,  but  being  eligible  offer  themselves  for 
re-election.
